A Most Unusual Man 


In the summer of 1918, 
when I was sixteen years 
old, I was employed as a 
timekeeper for a crew of 
iron workois on the Rock 
Island Arserud at Rock Is¬ 
land, Illinois. This was a 
madhouse of haste, waste 
and confusion, always a 
put of a war project. It 
was punctuated by the lan¬ 
guage of the iron workers 
who used every type of ob¬ 
scenity ever known in their 
ordinary conversation. I 
was a little boy living 
aloire, away ftom home for 
the first time, and it was a 
new experience for me. 
Into this maelstrom came a 
crew of convicts. They 
were brought in to do com¬ 
mon labor, as the war had 
taken two million men 
from the labor force, and 
there were no labor-saving 
machines as we know 
now. 

One of these newcom¬ 
ers attracted my attention. 


He was a gigantic black 
man with the biggest mus¬ 
cles I had ever seen. But. 
he was notewmthy in one 
respect In all this confu¬ 
sion, he maintained a qui¬ 
et, soft voice quite often 
punctuated by a big smile. 
I once admired his big 
muscles which gave him 
great amusement, and he 
answered my questions 
with a soft voice saying, 
“heh, heh, heh.” But in 
another and more impor¬ 
tant way, he stood out in 
his attitude toward me. 
Never once did he utter a 
foul word or tell a filthy 
story in my presence. He 
was a black giant and I was 
a skinny, under-sized 
white teenago-. He treated 
me with great respect. 

One day I heard some¬ 
thing that should have 
scared me, but didn’t. I 
was told that my friend 
was serving a life term for 
murder, but this didn’t 


change my opinion of him 
in the least. I still regard¬ 
ed this man as perii^ the 
only friend I had on the 
whole project. He was 
peihaps forty years old and 
his future was bleak. On 
the last Saturday of Au¬ 
gust, I drew my pay at 
noon and prepared to take 
the late a^moon train to 
my hometown where I ex¬ 
pected to enter the Senior 
Class of Keithsburg High 
the following week. 

I never saw my friend 
again, but I have often 
wondered about his fate. 
He might have been a mur¬ 
derer, but to a scared 
young boy, he was a gen¬ 
tleman.

foot of the hill bounding the eastern limits. Beyond that point, was 
open ground, yet undeveloped, where a figure four trap might very 
well be successful in catching Quail, a ground dwelling and feeding, 
delicious tasting bird, much favored by all manner of hunters. Of 
course, our method of catching the (^ail was even then, highly ille¬ 
gal and subject to severe penalties if caught. Sometimes, we caught 
a bird or two, sometimes three or four and sometimes nothing. 

This day, however, was to prove to be a little more than we ex¬ 
pected, for unknown to us, we were under surveillance by the Fish 
and Game Department, possible turned in by more environmentally 
concerned citizens. 

Arriving home, dropping the books and trumpet, we hurried east¬ 
ward along Central Avenue, now Sierra Madre Blvd., until we came 
to the Sierra Madre canyon wash, where we turned south to our tnqis 
location. As we approached it’s location, we had no idea that we were 
being observed by a Game Warden who was hiding behind some very 
convenient brush, just waiting for us to indicate that we were indeed, 
the one’s who had set the trap. By all rights, he had us cold turkey, 
but being very fleet of fooL excelled in this activity only by Peyton 
Jordan, I immediately took off at full speed, trailed by Kenny who 
had grasped my shirt tail to give himself every opportunity to also 
escape. 

Now the Warden, a somewhat portly individual, didn’t stand a 
chance catching us in a foot race, so he headed for his official vehi¬ 
cle to see if he could cut us off and apply the collar. But, knowing 
this area by the back of our hands, we had no intention of being even 
close to a toad or open area that might facilitate the Wardens pursuit.
